A  wise  selection  of  hardy  garden 
varieties,  such  as  the  collections  suggested  on  pages  four  to 
seven,  is  obtainable  at  a  very  reasonable  price  and  the  hardi¬ 
ness  and  splendid  quality  of  the  plants  promise  complete 
satisfaction  and  a  constant  source  of  continuous  beauty. 

Every  garden  should  contain  Roses  and  every  Rose  gar¬ 
den  should  have  selected  groupings  of  various  varieties.  It 
is  an  injustice  to  this  most  beautiful  flower  to  restrict  your 
planting  to  one  variety  when  there  are  so  many  which,  when 
grouped  together,  will  enhance  each  other  in  beautiful 
lasting  bloom. 

Again  to  contradict  an  erroneous  belief,  Roses  are  not 
difficult  to  grow.  Hardy  varieties  have  been  developed  and 
the  bushes  are  in  full  strength  when  you  receive  them  for 
planting.  If  the  simple  planting  instructions  are  faithfully 
followed  and  reasonable  care  given  the  bushes,  they  will 
progress  rapidly  and  bloom  beautifully. 

It  is  necessary,  however,  to  sound  a  word  of  caution  about 
roses.  There  are  three  distinct  grades  of  two-year  roses: 
No.  1,  No.  P/2  and  No.  2.  When  selecting  roses  for  your 
garden,  make  sure  that  you  secure  only  No.  1  grade.  If 
you  secure  other  than  the  No.  1  grade,  you  are  getting  weak, 

inferior  bushes  and  are  likely 
to  be  disappointed  with  the 
results. 

Also,  roses  grown  and  culti¬ 
vated  in  the  South  are  not  at  all 
constituted  to  stand  the  rigors 
of  a  northern  Winter.  Much 
disappointment  and  dissatis¬ 
faction  is  experienced  from  this 
source,  and  can  be  avoided  by 
selecting  Green’s  “approved” 
varieties  which  are  offered  only 
after  careful  tests  as  to  their 
hardiness  and  productivity.
